PART I 

THE MARKETPLACE.In a tradition dating back to the colonial period, 

street vendors hawk their goods with beautiful 
melodies. VIVA BAHIA singers. 

SIMONE.accompanied by the Maria Sisters, sings the 

hauntingly beautiful “Oracao de Mae Menin- 
inha” composed by Dorival Caymmi. 

JOAO DE AQUINO.plays his own composition, entitled “Coiote." 

CAPOEIRA.Proud Africans, brought to Brazil in slave 


ships during the colonial period, were bound 
by hand chains, and learned to use their feet 
to defend themselves against their captors. 
This symbolic dance is similar to the martial 
art of kick boxing. 


MUSICIANS.A quartet plays the beautiful ‘Tamoinda-Re," 

composed by Tenorio Junior. 

SIMONE.sings "Lamentos” composed by Pixinguinha 

and Vinicius de Moraes. And, accompanied by 
the Maria Sisters, presents a selection of 
Brazilian folk songs. 

MACULELE.This fiery sword dance, still performed on feast 

days, first flourished on the sugar cane planta¬ 
tions of Old Brazil. VIVA BAHIA male dancers.

CABOCLOS .One of the many forms of the Candomble, 

ritual dances of religious significance brought 
to Brazil by the black slaves of Central Africa. 

JOAO DE AQUINO.plays a tribute to Turibio Santos, which he 

composed for the world-renown guitarist who 
was his teacher. 

CANDOMBLE.Music and dance are the main factors in this 


magic cult. Here a priestess reads small sea 
shells (buzios) so that each person present 
can receive the spirit of the divinity he or she 
serves. Music and dance transport the be¬ 
liever into a hypnotic trance. 

SAMBA DE RODA.The most popular dance in Bahia, and one 

which has had the most influence on the de¬ 
velopment of Brazilian popular music. The 
sensuously swaying women entice their part¬ 
ners to dance, and the rhythm builds to a fren¬ 
zied finish. 

A CARNIVAL ATMOSPHERE ... The VIVA BAHIA company, in authentic, prize¬ 
winning Rio Carnival costumes, recreate the 
unique excitement of this annual event. The 
music they dance to is “Frevo” by renowned 
Brazilian composer Caetano Veloso. 
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IN THE CAST 


SIMONE is a stunning 24-year old who 
was born in Salvador, Bahia, and now re¬ 
sides in Sao Paulo. Her deep, hauntingly 
beautiful voice has brought her to stardom 
in just a few short years, and her songs 
have led the Latin American hit parade 
more than once. 

One of nine children, Simone Bitten- 
court de Oliveria is part of an old and dis¬ 
tinguished Brazilian family whose roots 
are French, Dutch and Portuguese. 

Statuesque Simone’s musical career was 
an accident — literally. Always an out¬ 
standing athlete, Simone had studied phys¬ 
ical education at the Faculdade de Edu- 
cacao, and the 5'10" beauty made the 
Brazilian Women’s Olympic Basketball 
Team, which, with her at the pivot posi¬ 
tion, went on to become the South Amer¬ 
ican Champions and was ranked third in 
world competition. 

After a leg injury, however, Simone 
found her professional playing days over. 
At that point, a friend prevailed upon her 
to record a single, “Morena” (“Dark 
Haired Women”), which was followed by 
another smash hit, “Momento De Amour.” 
Requests for personal and television ap¬ 
pearances poured in, and Simone was hon¬ 
ored by her government by being asked to 
appear as a soloist in Brazil-Export ’73. 

JOAO DE AQUINO is one of Brazil’s top 
guitarists. To many experts and his legions 
of devoted fans, Joao is the embodiment 
of the Spanish guitar. When he plays, it is 
as though in addition to the six strings of 
his guitar, his whole body were resound¬ 
ing—as if he, himself, were a part of the 
instrument. 

With his amazing artistry, this engaging, 


friendly young man from Rio is able to 
create a whole rhythmical and sonorous 
range with his guitar — translating, con¬ 
densing and explaining what Brazilian 
popular music is. 

MARCOS FLAKSMAN, the multi-tal¬ 
ented scenic, lighting and costume design¬ 
er for Festa Brazil, is well-known through¬ 
out Europe as a theatrical designer, and 
his long list of accomplishments include 
designing scenery, lighting and costumes 
for successful theatrical productions in 
Paris, Brussels and Cologne as well as in 
his native Brazil. 

Born in Brazil in 1944, Mr. Flaksman 
has received Brazil’s coveted Moliere. He 
has also won the individual participation 
prize in the 1969 Cenography Competition 
of the Louve in Paris and the 1969 fourth 
prize at the 1969 International Fair in 
Oska, Japan. He has also been honored 
with Brazil’s Theatre State prize for the 
Best Scenography. 

HERMINIO BELLO DE CARVALHO, 
director of Festa Brazil, is a strikingly at¬ 
tractive man with an infectious smile and 
a relaxed manner which belies his awe¬ 
some reputation as a poet, musical com¬ 
poser, lecturer, author of several books, 
and of course as a top director. This enor¬ 
mously talented young man—who has re¬ 
ceived critical as well as popular acclaim 
—is totally dedicated to developing the 
arts in his homeland and letting the 
world share his fascination with the cul¬ 
ture of Brazil, a land which is at the same 
time very old—and very young in its spirit 
and dedication to the future!
